A Mother Beeking ber Son.
We have received a pathetic appeal

from Ms. B. Fesry, of Tradelphia, Ohio {

Counnty, West Virginis, entreating infor-
mation with- regard lo & missing son.
Sergt. Wm., G. Feary, of Battery D, Ist
West Virginin Artillery, was made a pri-
soner by the Confederates, and taken to
the hospital at Florerce, on the 13th day
of February, two days before the prison-
era were removed for exchange. He was
sick of lever; and, from this date. no in-
formation in respect to him has reached
his mother. She ia naturally in a mosi
unhsppy state of anxiety regarding his
fate; and on her behalf, we make an ap-
peal, through the columns of the Phenizr,
to any such person as mey Le sble to fur.
nish the desired information. The heart
of every parent will second this appeal,
and all persons of humanity, haviig the
means to know anod learn, are earnestly
entreated tosend to us, o to Col. N. Haugh-
ton, Commander of the Uniled States
forces at shis post, any trustworthy infor-
mation that can be had in reepect to the
misding soldier. We should Le pleased, in
the weactime, to learn who was the sur-
geon in charge of the Confederate hospital
at Floreunce during the period in question,
and where he may be addressed. 'We shall
be most happy, if possible, and through
any agency, Lo relieve the anxieties of this
hapless mother.

Important Decision.

The reader, of every clase, will do well
10 note the following important decision,
copied from the Richmond Whig, of May
26. The principle laid down will az a
matter of course, regulate alf the relations
of debtor and creditor, aswell as those of
landlord and tenant; v i

The Court yesterday delivered its writ-
ten opinion in relation to contracts enter-
ed into between landiord and tepaunt on
the basis of Gunfederate money. Rentdce
griar to April 1, 1865, and not paid, is to

e paid in Federal curreucy, such a sum as
the amount of rent in Confederate money
would have purchased of gold at the time
ihe payment was due. Thus, if the rent

“ were $1,500 per quarter, the sum to be
now paid for the rent dus Marech 31 is
ascertnined by dividing the £1,500 by (say)
40, the selling rate of gold, equal to §25
in greenbacks. From aud after the 1s
April, 1865, rent for the unexpired term
is, for dwelling Louses, fixed at the rates
in 1860, and for stores and other places of
publie business an addition of 50 per cent.
